Two, three, or four people can play Huckle- 
berry's fast-moving game! First, take a piece 
of paper and rule off four sets of eleven 
squares, each the same size as the squares 
on the “Lucky 11” board. Print the words 
Huckleberry, Dixie & Pixie, Yogi The Bear, 
and Mister Jinks, placing one letter in each 
square.
